Rome, June 30—(NC)—Symptomatic of the cleavages 
and contradictions that are disrupting the unity of the 
Italian nation today is the not unusual sight of an Italian 
worker, after attending Mass on Sunday morning, attending 
a communist meeting later in the day. 

Practically everyone in Italy professes to be a Catholic. 


'Thus, according to census figures,* 
99.6 per cent of Italians are Cath- 
_olics, while only four-tenths of one 
per cent state they are Jewish, 
| Protestant or of no religion at all. 


Of 1,000,000 Italians born, all but 
10,000 are baptized. Only 6,000 
of 500,000 marriages are perform- 
ed without religious ceremony. In 
the schools, out of 5,222,532 stu- 
dents, only 30,000 have not wish- 
ed to take religious instruction. 
On the other hand, the number 
of members of the Communist 
Party in Italy is much larger in 
proportion to the total popula- 
tion than is the case in France, 
or even in the U. S. 8. R. The 
party in Italy claims a member- 
ship of well over 2,000,000, with 
1,711,220 paid members and the 


balance, members in good stand- 
ing who have not yet paid their 
1947. dues. 

Despite the fact that Church 
leaders on one side, and commun- 
ist writers on the other, have time 
and again reiterated the fact that 
the materialist philosophy of com- 
munism is completely at var- 
iance with Catholicism, many 
people in Italy act as though 
there were no_- such basic 
contradiction. Thus, recently, a 
communist leader, in his will, left 
a large bequest to the Church, 
while the communists, not to lose 
some of their Catholic votes, sup- 
ported the inclusion of the Con-

Passages from the Declaration of In- 
dependence quoted together with a great 
Saint’s writings to demonstrate the source 
of inspiration for that immortal document. 


HERE. can be no possible doubt that the 
works of St. Robert Bellarmine, great Jesuit 
Cardinal of the 16th and early 17th centuries, 
brought the seeds of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence across the ocean. 
Passages from the Declaration and from the 
writings of St. Robert Bellarmine, inscribed 
some two centuries previously, are virtually iden- 
tieal. These have to do with the primary rights 
of men and the inalienable rights of peoples to 
choose their own form of government. 
“It is just in Rome where there are so many 
sacred recollections of Cardinal Bellarmine, that 
it would be best to revere the glorious memory

It‘Isn't A Marriage 


For Catholics Unless

S children, we learned that the Church has 
not only four marks (it is one, holy, catholic, 
and apostolic) but that it has three attributes as 
well—and they were very long words for us to 
remember as children. We were taught that the 
Church has authority, infallibility, and indefec- 
tibility. 
We may not have understood those terms then, 
but as we grew up and our vocabulary expanded, 
we saw what the words meant. 


Authority: The Church has moral power over 
her children: she has a right and title to thelr 
obedience. She speaks with the voice of Christ. 


Infallibility: In her official teaching on faith 
and morals, through the special assistance of the 
Holy Ghost, she can’t make a mistake. 


Indefectibility: The Church will last forever; 
she has seen Hitler and Mussolini rise and fall; 
Stalin blusters now, but he too will one day go— 
but the Church will abide forever. “The gates of 
hell shall not prevail against her.” 

It is with the authority of the Church that we 
are concerned in this present article—that 
blessed authority which is the foundation of our 
Faith: We believe that in the Mass, Jesus offers 
Himself a perfect sacrifice, to the Father; that 
the absolution of the priest remits our sins; that 
in Holy Communion we receive the whole Christ. 
How do we know these things? The Church tells 
us so, and we gladly give our assent. 

The Church tells us, in fact, that power over 
the seven Sacraments has been committed to the 
priesthood. We believe this, too, save that bap- 
tism can be conferred by anyone—as the Church 
tells us.

Of course there are cases where 
it is really imprudent and unwise 
for a boy or girl to leave home. 
Real financial difficulty often enters 
in. Again one may have to sup- 
port a Mother or Father who would 
Otherwise have no other means of 
livelihood. Or perhaps one may 
have some other important obliga- 
tion to take care of first. These 
are all good and solid reasons. 
None of them constitute “putting 


good and decent and clean. Taking advantage 
of the influence which he wielded over his 
companions, he set about eradicating their bad 
habits and instilling in their hearts a greater 
familiarity with and respect for the truths 
of Faith.

The number is very large. Only 
last week I heard some one who 
had just returned from Germany 
say that conversions to the Catho- 
lic faith from Lutheranism in that 
country are very numerous, 


The one who baptized Father 
Quiz, the pastor of the Cathedral 
of Fort Wayne for many years, 
was a convert from Lutheranism 
and had a brother a Lutheran min- 


- ister. 


Dr. Edward Preuss, who: taught 
in a Lutheran college in Berlin, 
and who was a professor of Theol- 
ogy in the Lutheran Concordia 
Seminary at St. Louis, became a 
Catholic, founded the first German 
Catholic weekly paper in the 
United States, and had three sons 
who became priests. They are all 
living and working in the Archdio- 
cese of St. Louis at present. 

Probably the greatest German 
historian of twenty years ago, Von 
Rueville, became a Catholic from 
Lutheranism, and he was probably 
responsible for the conversion of 
hundreds of others.

The 
remaining portion is just as truly 
stolen goods as are the money and 
jewels which a burglar purloins 
from a house in fhe depth of the 
night. Accordingly, the employee 
who is guilty of neglecting his 
work and realizes he is doing 
wrong is obliged subsequently to 
make restitution for the amount 
of salary he has received without 
having truly earned it. 

Such an employee could make 
restitution by turning over to his 
employer an amount of money 
which he judges equivalent to the 
amount he has received above his 
just due. However, circumstances 
would often render this method 
difficult or even impossible; hence, 
ordinarily the best procedure is 
for the employee to render extra 
service—either by working over- 
time or by working with special 
diligence and thoroughness — so 
that in the course of time the in- 
justice of which he has been guilty 
will be compensated for. 

If an employee has neglected his 
work without realizing that he was 
doing wrong, he is said to have 
acquired in good faith that portion 
of his salary which was actually 
not due to him. What is such a 
person to do if subsequently he 
finds out that he obtained a portion 
of his salary unjustly? Accord- 
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ing to theological principles, if he 
|still retains some of the unjustly 
'acquired salary (or its equivalent 
he: the form of something he pur- 
chased with it, such as a car) he 
is bound to restitution of this 
amount, as in the case of the em- 
ployee discussed above.

(5) It is one thing to have a 
right to own property and another 
to have a right to use property as 
one pleases. 


All five of the above statements 
can be found, almost word for 
word, in recent Papal encyclicals. 
Yet the principles enunciated in 
these and other statements by the 
Popes are constantly denied today, 
implictly or explictly, by most 
Americans—Catholics included. 

Some people not only deny these 
principles but also tack a Com- 
munist label. onto them. Such 
people do more than spread an 
untruth. They also give to Com- 
munism the credit that rightfully 
belongs to Christianity. Is it any 
wonder that Communism is so at- 
tractive to the poor and exploited? 


Unfortunately most Catholics 
are ignorant of the principles ex- 
plained in The Condition of Labor 
by Pope Leo XIII and The Recon- 
struction of the Social Order by 
Pius XI. Few Catholics know how 
many radical changes we would 
have to make not only in our pri- 
vate lives but in our economic 
system today if we applied these 
principles whole-heartedly and 
fearlessly. 


Moreover, few Catholics know 
that the Popes’ basic criticism of 
Marxist Communism is its atheism 
and materialism. But both ma- 
terialism and atheism have crept 
into our social order in various 
other guises under which they 
merit equal condemnation. 


And yet when the Church makes 
pronouncements on social and eco- 
nomic questions, it sometimes 
hears the suggestion that priests 
should “stick to the Gospel.” 

“Unfortunately, those who criti- 
cize usually do not know the Gos- 
pel,” Father Raymond Murray, 
C.S.C., professor of sociology at 
Notre Dame, points out. “Jesus 
was in the best sense of the word 
a evolutionist rather than a 
standpat reactionary. His Gospel. 
nearly changed the face of the 


earth.”

. and Charley Keller of the Yankees, the American Leaguers gain 

‘ just that much more power to go along with the potent war club 
of Ted Williams, whith the National Leaguers remember all too 
well from last year’s game. In that one, Ted was up five times. 
He was walked once, singled twice and hit two home runs. He 
scored four runs and batted in five, making him personally re- 
sponsible for nine of the 12 runs his side scored. 

This game was originated in 1933 by Arch Ward, sports editor of 
the Chicago Tribune, to be played in conjunction with the Century 
of Progress world’s fair then being held in Chicago.

Along about this time of the year the baseball writers frequently 
_— out that old adage about the team that’s in first place on July 
ourth winning the pennant. That’s been disproved so often in the 
past that no one takes it seriously any more, and the best example 
ef the foolishness of such a statement is the spectacular achievement 
f the never-to-be-forgotten Boston Braves of 1914, under the late 
eorge Stallings, then their manager. 

Not only were those Braves of 33 years ago in last place on 
July Fourth, but they were still in last place on July 19, when 
they had won 35 games and lost 43 for a percentage of .456, just one 
point under the seventh-place Pittsburgh team. They were off 
and running by this time, however, and just 45 days later—on 

ept. 2—they had climbed into first place with a record of 65 won 
and 51 lest for a percentage of .560, seven points more than the 
second place New York Giants. 

In their spectacular drive from last to first place in a month 
and a half, the Braves had won 30 games and lost but eight for an 
average of .789. From there on it was a breeze for the Bostonians. 
They finished nine full games in front of the New York Giants, 
having won 88 and lost 56 for a winning mark of .611. On July 
19, they were 101. games off the pace, and in last place, to boot, 
yet they finished up the season by winning the pennant by the 
wide margin of nine full games. That’s a total of 19' full games 
they made up in the final 10 weeks of the season. In doing that, 
they won 53 of their final 66 games for the unheard-of percentage 
of .803, a figure that will likely stand much longer than the 
83. years it has so far weathered the storm of all rivals.

[78 a cinch that the National League will make an all-out effort to 
keep up what it started in the world series last fall and take the 
American Leaguers into camp in their annual All-Star game, sched- 
uled for Tuesday of this week in Wrigley Field, home of the Chicago 
Cubs. The American League has won nine of the 14 games played 
to date, including that humiliating 12-0 decision gained over the 
senior loop in Boston last July. 


The All-Star Game... 


The St. Louis Cardinals helped restore considerable National 
League prestige in the fall, however, by defeating the Boston Red 
Sox, four games to three, for the world’s championship. However, 
the Cardinals have been away off their pace so far this year, 
having spent practically all of their time in the cellar, consequently 
they'll probably not be of much help to their fellow National 
Leaguers in the game this Tuesday. 

With the return to pre-war batting form of Joe DiMaggio 
and Charley Keller of the Yankees, the American Leaguers gain 
just that much more power to go along with the potent war club 
of Ted Williams, whith the National Leaguers remember all too 
well from last year’s game. In that one, Ted was up five times. 
He was walked once, singled twice and hit two home runs. He 
scored four runs and batted in five, making him personally re- 
sponsible for nine of the 12 runs his side scored. 

This game was originated in 19383 by Arch Ward, sports editor of 
the Chicago Tribune, to be played in conjunction with the Century 
of Progress world’s fair then being held in Chicago. The first couple 
of years the players on both teams were selected by vote of the fans, 
supervised by Ward and his paper. Then the two leagues took it 
over and the players were selected by vote of the managers. This 
year, however, the players again were selected by vote of the fans, 
and those who see action on Tuesday will be out there because the 
fans want to see them there. The only exception to this will be the 
pitchers. They have been selected by the managers for the obvious 
Feason that the managers are better acquainted with each other’s

The Braves Of '14 ..,., 


Along about this time of the year the baseball writers frequently 
_ out that old adage about the team that’s in first place on July 
ourth winning the pennant. That’s been disproved so often in the 
past that, no one takes it seriously any more, and the best example 
ef the foolishness of such a statement is the spectacular achievement 
: the never-to-be-forgotten Boston Braves of 1914, under the late 
eorge Stallings, then their manager, 

Not only were those Braves of 33 years ago in last place on 
July Fourth, but they were still in last place on July 19, when 
they had won 35 games and lost 43 for a percentage of .456, just one 
point. under the seventh-place Pittsburgh team. They were off 
and running by this time, however, and just 45 days later—on 

ept. 2—they had climbed inte first place with a record of 65 won 
and 51 lost for a percentage of .560, seven points more than the 
second place New York Giants. 

In their spectacular drive from last to first place in a month 
and a half, the Braves had won 30 games and lost but eight for an 
average of .789. From there on it was a breeze for the Bostonians. 
They finished nine full games in front of the New York Giants, 
having won 88 and lost 56 for a winning mark of .611. On July 
19, they were 101, games off the pace, and in last place, to boot, 
yet they finished up the season by winning the pennant by the 
wide margin of nine full games. That’s a total of 19 full games 
they made up in the final 10 weeks of the season. In doing that, 
they won 53 of their final 66 games for the unheard-of percentage 
of .803, a figure that will likely stand much longer than the 
83 years it has so far weathered the storm of all rivals. 

So, if your’re favorite team is away off the pace now, or even as 
late as July 19, don’t give up the ship. Just hope that your boys will 
Bre at a rate of .803 after July 19. If they do, those old “Miracle 
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raves” will have to move over on the bench in Baseball’s Hall of 
ame to make room for your boys. 


“Pepper O'Donnell. . . 


The death on June 12 of the Rey. J. Hugh O’Donnell, C.S.C., who 
etired last year as president of Notre Dame, recalls that it was 
ather O’Donnell who, as a student, founded the present Monogram 
lub, made up of varsity athletes who have won their awards. Fa- 

ther O’Donnell was varsity football center in 1915-16, and during the 
ourse of his career as a varsity athlete, Brother Bonaventure, C.S.C., 
ne attached to the university and who was one of the school’s most 
faithful athletic followers, died. 

Varsity athletes, all of whom knew Brother Bonaventure quite 
well, asked that they be allowed to act as his pallbearers. Their 
wish was granted, and after the funeral “Pepper” O’Donnell, as 
Father O’Donnell was known to all Notre Dame students in his 
undergraduate days, suggested that all varsity athletes form a 
club so that they’d have an organization ready whenever there 
were such things to be done as acting as pallbearers, or any- 
thing else. He also could foresee that a permanent organization of 
varsity athletes would be a very fine’ thing to keep up the interest 
of the old grads, and called the first organizational meeting. — 

About 30 varsity athletes then in school attended the meéting, 
with the result that Faher O’Donnell was elected the club's first 
bs ge Knute Rockne was elected vice president, and Gus 

rais secretary-treasurer. From that modest beginning of more 
than 30 years ago, the Monogram Club has now grown to a mem- 
bership of several hundred former varsity athletes who are thus 
able to keep in close contact with the university and its officials, 
and who are a most prolific source of new athletic material that 
flows into the school each fall. Joe Boland, tackle on the Four 
Horsemen team of 1924, is the present president of the Mono- 
gram Club. | 

A big and rugged lineman in his youth, Father O’Donnell’s 
constant activity on the field earned him the nickname of “Pepper.” 
He played in only two losing games im his varsity career—Ne- 
braska defeating Notre Dame, 20-19, in 1915, and Army turning the 
trick by 30-10 in 1916. 

It was customary in Father O’Donnell’s student days for varsity 
football players to go out on Sundays and play imdependent ball 
under assumed names. No one ever “told on” the other fellow because 
nearly every school did it. J. Frank Allen, now superintendent of city 
schools in South Bend, and Frank Helvie, prominent business man of 
South Bend, were teammates on the Indiana University football team 
at the same time Father O’Donnell was. playing for Notre Dame. 

Allen and Helvie, warm friends of Father O’Donnell, always liked 
to recall the time they appeared in the lineup of the Wabash, Ind., 
A. A. team in a game against the Fort Wayne Friars at Fort Wayne. 
Those two teams were among the leading independent elevens of the 
middle west in those days and, located about 45 miles apart, were 
bitter rivals, too. Wabash had loaded up for this particular game with 
a bunch of Indiana stars—including Allen and Helvie—as well as 
several from Purdue and Michigan.

“They have deserved such freedom 
by their tremendous sacrifices.” 

Cardinal Griffin also visited those 
areas of western Poland “which 
are described as the recovered ter- 
ritories,” and found the people 
there “forging ahead with great 
plans for rebuilding and recon- 
struction.” 

His Eminence Augustus Card- 
inal Hlond, Primate of Poland, 
“holds a special place in the life 
of Catholic Poland and is held in 
great esteem and affection by the 
people, especially as during the 
war he was for some time a pris- 
oner in the hands of the Germans,” 
the Cardinal said. 

“The demonstration which I wit- 
nessed of the people’s love and 
affection for him gave me absolute 
proof of the position he holds in 
the hearts of the people in Poland 
today. This also applies to the 
many Bishops I saw, some of whom 
had been in the concentration camp 
at Dachau, and all of whom had 
_ with the people,” he add- 
ed, 

During his 600-mile tour, which 
covered the whole of Poland, the 
Cardinal was impressed by the 
deep, sincere and demonstrative” 
Catholicity of the Polish people. 

‘Everywhere we went we were 
received by enormous crowds with 
tremendous enthusiasm,” he said. 
In every village through which we 
passed arches had been erected; 
the car was stopped and addresses 
of welcome were read in various 
languages by the priest, by the 
representative of the parish, by 
the scouts and the girl guides and 
by the little children who present- 
ed flowers.

Chinese Honor 
Nun Who Died To 
Defend Virginity 


Anking, China, June 30—(NC- 
Fides)— Dainty white lilies wave 
atop a little mound of earth that 
seems to receive special attention 
at a cemetery here. The small 
cross at the head of the grave 
gives only the name of a Chin- 
ese nun and R. |. P., but the 
bunches of fresh flowers that are 
repeatedly laid on the grave show 
that the nun‘’s name is revered 
throughout the Christian commun- 
ity. 

The name is that of a young 
native Sister who during the war 
gave her life to defend her vir- 


ginity against the attack of a Jap- 
anese soldier. The Anking mis- 
sion was in the Japanese zone dur- 
ing the war and the Sisters of 
the Presentation were always in 
danger of being attacked by en- 
emy soldiers. On this occasion 
the young nun and an older Sis- 
ter were engaged in spiritual read- 
ing on the ground floor of their 
little house when they were ter- 
riffied by a soldier who had jump- 
ed the garden fence and was mak- 
ing for the window of the house. 
When the soldier saw that the 
Sisters were going to flee he block- 
ed the exit. After driving away 
the aged Sister, he tried to seize 
the other. However, the young 
nun was able to trip her assailant 
and escaped. W in the 
struggle she died a few months 
later because of severe loss of 
blood. The lilies that wave above 
her grave are looked upon by many 
as symbolic of a mortyr’s palm.

recognition from this totalitarian 
regime” are contained in a mem- 
orandum of the American Hungar- 
ian Federation to Secretary of 
State George C. Marshall here. 

Signed by the leading members 
of the federation, including Tibor 
Kerekes of Washington, executive 
secretary; Frank J. “Pokorny of 
Cleveland, national president, and 
Msgr. Elmer Eordogh, pastor of 
St. Stephen’s Church, Toledo, the 
memorandum also urges that the 
State Department take “immediate 
action to implement its proposal 
that a three-power commission ex- 
amine this situation as a matter 
of great urgency.” It adds; 
“Should any delay occur for any 
cause in the formation of this com- 
mission, we urge that our Govern- 
ment immediately refer the prob- 
lem to the United Nations, and 
that it press for prompt action.” 

Declaring that “Soviet Russia’s 
continued aggression in Hungary 
culminated on May 380, 1947, with 
the seizure of power in Budapest 
and the definite subjugation of all 
Hungary to communist hegemony,” 
the statement says: “The Hungar- 
ian people have no responsibility 
whatsoever to bear for the seizure 
of power by the present Soviet 
puppet regime, nor for its acts and 


‘its future conduct of Hungarian 
‘affairs. From May 30, 1947 on, all 


responsibility rests exclusivel 
with the Soviet government whic 
by infiltration, terrorism, and cor- 
ruption has destroyed the inde- 
pendence of Hungary.” The new 
government, the memorandum 
adds, “is an instrument of Soviet 


|policy imposed upon the Hungarian 
|people against their expressed will 


and completely against their inter- 
ests.” 

Noting that “in spite of the 
abuses of the Russian occupation 
force and of the foreseen cruel re- 
prisals, the Hungarian people 
voted overwhelmingly at the No- 
vember 1945 elections for true de- 
mocracy and for continued adher- 
ence to their western ideals,” the 
statement declares: “If left alone, 
the Hungarian people certainly 
would contribute, as a peaceful and 
democratic member of the faffiily 
of peace-loving nations.” 

The federation’s statement also 
“Hungary’s thousand year- 
old Western and Christian civiliza- 
tion cannot be subjected to com- 
munist exploitation without ser- 
ious harm to American interests.” 
It adds: “This brutal violation by 
Soviet Russia of its international 
commitments, including the peace 
treaty with Hungary, will have a 
lasting effect on future world 
peace and certainly means much 
more than. careless contempt on 
Russia’s part for her Western 
Allies. Hungary’s production and 
entire econormhy will be drained 
from now on in order to assist in 
building up the war potential of 
the. Soviet World Revolution. In 
all walks of international life, the 
voice of puppet Hungary will sup- 
port Soviet imperialism aimed at 
the domination of all remaining 
free nations of the world. 

“Hungarian-language propagan- 
da will spread communist false- 
hoods and provocations, commun- 
ist-trained ‘Hungarian’ agents will 
collaborate in wrecking democratie 
world order and in sabotaging re- 
construction. The flower of the 
Hungarian nation, its youth, will 
be forced into the Red Army to 
serve as cannon fodder, or into 
labor camps to slave for the evil 
aims of a would-be world conquer- 
or. And when, finally, the inevit- 
able hour of reckoning arrives, 
official Hungary will stand again 
on the wrong side.”

Spiritual Side In 
Labor Movement 
Says New Strength Of 


Unions Emphasizes 
Need Of Guidance 


Montreal, June 30.—(NC)—The 
importance of the spiritual aspect 
of the labor movement is stressed 
in a letter sent by His Holiness 
Pope Pius XII to Arehbishop Jo- 
seph Charbonneau of Montreal on 
the occasion of the international 
congress of the Young Christian 
Workers (JOC) held here. 

Pointing out that labor groups 
have shown new strength since the 
war, the Pontiff adds that this 
development has also brought into 
sharper focus the need for spirit- 
val leadership in labor move- 
ments. He continues: “It is there- 
fore of no small importance that 
the preoccupation of the Jocist 
Congress and the Study Week of 
Montreal, bringing together so 
many foreign delegations, should 
be that of assuring a unity of 
method and action for the Young 
Christian Workers in every coun- 
try where they are established, 
safeguarding at the same time, of 
course, the rules of the Church.” 


After requesting Archbishop 
Charbonneau to let the Jocist dele- 
gates know that “We cherish them 
as our favorite children and that 
they are the particular intention 
of all Our prayers and of Our 
pastoral cares,” the Holy Father 
notes: 

“The Montreal Congress also 
will give them the opportunity to 
ponder anew over the great prin- 
ciples which are to guide their 
formation and their zeal. At the 
base should be a solid knowledge 
of the truths of the Faith which 
their study groups will deepen and 
strengthen in them, for without 
the light of revealed doetrine as- 
pirations, no matter how gener- 
ous, would be mere illusions; an 
honest and loyal practice of 
Christian morals, fed by frequent 
reception of the Sacraments 
where divine grace can be drawn 
at is source; a great attachment 
to the Church, the depository of 
authority.” 

The Pontiff draws attention to 
the international character of the 
meetings and points out the im- 
portance of multiplying friendly 
links between Jocists of different 
countries. He adds: “We are ex- 
pecting much from these Canadian 
meetings which will set a great ex- 
ample for Jocist groups of all 
countries. Once again, we rejoice 
greatly in the holy victories which 
this movement has already won 
everywhere.”

The Archdiocese of Athens, which embraces all contin-

lonica, has approximately 30,000 
Catholics and only 12 diocesan 
priests. The population of Greece 
is upward of 7,000,000. There are 
nine religious houses for men 
manned by 78 Religious and eight 
religious institutions for women 
with a personnel of 86 nuns, in the 
archdiocese. 


Throughout the country there 
are eight ecclesiastical districts 
for Catholics of the Latin Rite and 
in addition there is an Exarchate 
for the Byzantine Rite faithful and 
an Ordinate for the faithful of the 
Armenian Rite. In some dioceses 
there are fewer than 200 faithful 
and in one diocese, Scio, there is 
but one diocesan priest.
